Mrs. Bronson’s “Oatmeal Pudding Cake” 
was delicious, also the “Butternut Crunch,” 

I have a recipe for “Boston Brown 
Bread" which my family enjoys very 
much and we would like tc share it with 
other members of the Detroiter Family. 

Boston Brown Bread 
1 cup seeded raisins 
‘16 cups hot water 
i cup 100% bran cereal 
42 cup sugar 
2%4 Tbsp. shortening 
1 egg (beaten) 
m4 cup molasses 
3 cups flour 
24% tsp. soda 
¥% tsp. salt 

Bring to a boil and simmer five minutes 
the raisins and water. Add the bran cereal 
and cool, Cream together the sugar and 
shortening, Add 1 egg and the molasses. 
Sift together the dry ingredients and add 
alternately with the raisins and cereal to 

the creamed mixture. Pour into four num- 
ber 21% size cans that have been greased 
and well floured. Bake for 40 minutes at 
350 degrees, then lower to 325 degrees for 

20 minutes.”

A Little History of Bowling

Mobile Home Finance Company of Dray- 
ton Plains, Michigan, is a wholly owned 
subsidiary of Detroiter Mobile Homes, Inc. 
It is engaged in the business of wholesale 
floor planning for dealers and also in pur- 
chasing retail installment contracts from 
Detroiter and Pontiac Dealers. To briefly 
explain this, it means that the finance com- 
pany loans, to a Detroiter or Pontiac Deal- 
er, money to buy his mobile homes. The 
dealer in turn sells the mobile homes to his 
customers, If the cusiomer pays cash, the 
dealer sends Mobile Home Finance Com- 
pany the amount of money he owes on this 
particular Detroiter or Pontiac, The dif- 
ference between what is paid to the finance 
company and the total amount the dealer 
received from the sale represents his mar-

gin of profit which is used to pay expenses 
of running the business, and a return to 
him for his investment. 


If the customer prefers to finance his 
mobile home, he pays the dealer 25% of 
the cosi in cash, or trades in another mo- 
bile home or something of value which 
would cover the down payment. He then 
signs a contract much the same as he would 
wiih a bank if he buys an automobile. The 
dealer sells the contract to the finance 
company and the finance company then 
collects ihe monthly payments according 
to the terms of the contract.
